Tr«in« ExeeedlnK Hnnared 3Iile« an 


Hoar Planned For Scottish Line. 
Renewed interest in the mono-ail 


system of transit has been awakened 
by tbe proposition to construct a line 
between 
Edinburgh 
and 
Glasgow, 


plans for which have been submitted to 
the government board of trade for ap- 
proval, says a special cable dispatch 
from London to the New York Evening 
JonrnaL Tbe speed to be attained on 
tbe proposed line is 117 miles an hour, 
which means that the jonrney of forty 
miles will be covered in twenty-fire 
minutes.

struct a monorail line from Liverpool 
to Manchester -was submitted to tbe 
railway committee of tbe house of 
commons and favorably reported oit 
less than a year ago.

of the prince. For the enure distance 
the sidewalks were solidly massed 
with people, so c:ose!y packed that It 
was with the greatest difficulty that 
the lice of poHc-emen, drawn up ia 
front of tbe curb for the entire dis- 
tance, could restrain the people from 
crowding cjyer into the street and en- 
crcachiag upon the line of carriages. 
The people were willing enough to 
stind behind the officers, but the trou- 
ble was that there was not «nough 
standing room for them alL 


A feature cf the procession from th* 


depot to the hotel was the great num- 
ber of veteran German soldiers, who 
lined the streets and who went fairly 
wild in thrir eSorts to show their de- 
votion to the prince. They had among 
them by far the greater number of 
the torches that were seen along the 
avenue, and when the line of car- 
riages had passed the old soldiers fell 
into line behind them and took up the 
line of inarch to the hotel. They con- 
stituted the only guard given to the 
princs during his march from, th* 
depot. 


Decorations Galore. 


No more Battering welcome couid 


have been extended any visitor, and tt 
came not so much from the officials 
of the city as from its cKizens. EJvery 
building along the line of his route 
from the depot to tae Auditorium 
hotel was gaily decorated with bunt- 
ing, the prevailing scheme beta* th* 
American and German flags inter- 
twined, with the black eagle of Prus- 
sia over all. Many of tie builda&gs 
had upon their front* elaborate de- 
vices made up of hundreds of electric 
lights. 


Only 30 minutes was allotted on the 


program to reach the hotel, and th» 
first banquet to the prince waa to fat 
tow at 7 o'clock. The prince waa IB 
his room but a few minutes wnea bo 
was called for. and the party, followed 
by the members of the prince's suite., 
went at once to the banquet aalL The 
~:hicagoans had all preceded them, 
and as the prince, escorted by Mayor 
Harrison. Mr Rice and Mr. Adams, 
entered the hall, they made the room, 
ring with their cheers. The orchestra, 
which was behind a great mass of 
'eras and palms, struck up the Ger- 
man anthem as the prince entered the 
sail and continued it until after he 
had taken his seat. The prince seemed 
greatly pleased at the warmth of his 
welcome, and bowed and smiled re- 
ieatedly. and after he had taken his 
eat. he nodded right and left to bis 
entertainers as they seated them- 
seives. There were nine tables at tae 
banquet, and. including Prince Henry 
and his s-aite. 157 people were seated. 
After the banquet the prince lingered 
for a short time in informal conversa- 
tion with the menrbers of the eatsr- 
tamment committee, and th«n retired 
to his room to prepare for the next 
feature of tae program, which was the 
visit to the armory of the First infaa- 
try. where the German citizens of 
Chicago had arranged a choral festi- 
val m his honor.
